Council will meet with the assur- 
ance of a large and representative 
backing in the view that an emer- 
gency exists. The Presiients’ club, 
repic-enting virtually every civic 
organization and industry inthe city, 
at a meeting and dinner’ Friday 
night at the Piedmont hotel con- 
curred in the seriousness of the sit 
uation and unanimously indorsed a 
special tax levy to avert threat- 
ened consequences.

Foreign Minister Tells 
Chamber of Deputies 
That It Would Be Folly 
'to Break Over Fiume. 


CONFIDENCE VOTED 
IN PREMIER NITTI 


Tittoni Tells of Wilson’s 
Activities at Peace Con- 
ference—One Deputy 
Speaks of Italy “Among 
Three Thieves.” 


Rome, September 28.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Premier Nitti was 
given a vote of confidence by the 
chamber of deputies, which contin- 
ued in session last night. The gov- 
ernment received 208 votes to 140. 

Italy Must Stand With Allies, 

The assembly was extremely 
tumultuous. There were personal 
encounters between several of the 
deputies. 

Italy must. remain in unity 
with her allies, declared To- 
masso Tittoni, the foreign minis- 
ter, in the course of his speech in 
the chamber dealing with the sit- 
uation growing out of the Fiume in- 
cident, in which he offered to re- 
sign in favor of any member who 
believed he could handle the prob- 
lems better. 

The foreign minister had gone 
over the course of the peace nego- 
tiations at Paris, paying particular 
attention to the status of President 
Wilson {n the peace activities, and 
pointing *eut that the Italian dele- 
gates hall had to adépt an attitude 
of compromise because while France 
and Gréat Britain had assured Italy 
of their support they had avoided 


going beyond the point in which 
they would have come into conflict 


with President Wilson. 

Italy Must Avoid Isolation. 
The foreign minister Went on: 
“Il should be a traitor if I did not 

recommend the avoidance of a 
course which would put Italy in 
open opposition to the peace confer- 
ence which would mean Italy’s 
abandonment of the conference with 
the loss of all the advantages com- 
ing from the peace treaty. with our 
complete isolation, with the renun- 
ciation of our position as a great 
power—the committing of a folly of 
which we would soon repent. 

“If anyone will rise in the cham- 
ber who is confident he could at- 
tain better tonditions,” Signor Tit- 
toni went on, “I am ready to cede my 
place immediately in the interests of 
the country, thanking him for the 
relgef from the heavy burden. 

“It is indispensable that Italy be 
united in an accord with her al- 
lieg. The: alliance formed for the 
war must necessarily continue dur- 
‘ing the peace.” 

Referring to Asia-Minor, he said: 

“This problem will return for the 
peace conference at the end of Oc- 
tober when President Wilson will 
declare whether America will accept 
a mandate in Turkey or Armenia.” 

“Among Three Thieves.” 

The foreign minister’s statement 
was followed by a lively discussion 
in the chamber. In reply Deputy 
Don Collonnas di Cesaro, a nation- 
aligt, strongly criticised the peace 
conference. As to the council of four 
he declared, where three of the 
members spoke English while Pre- 
mier Orlando did not understand a 
word, he resembled another figure. 
“not between two, but among three 
thieves.” 

The majority of the members in 
the chamber and the government 
representatives protested against 
this comparison. 

“No formula will be acceptable 
which does not give Fiume to Italy.” 
the deputy concluded. 

The socialists interrupted with 
cries of “Italy does not want an- 
other war,” and “The soldiers will 
desert.” 

Deputy Eugenio Chiesa, who had 
just returned from a visit to Fiume 
followed with a fiery speech advo- 
cating the annexation of Fiume. He 
said he was glad President Wilson 
did not accept either of the projects 
submitted concerning the Adriatic, 
as neither would have satisfied the 
country. 

Wilson Conversation Reported. 

Deputy Chiena read to the cham- 
ber the minutes of a conversation 


he said had occurred in Paris, in 
the presence of former Premier Or- 
lando, between President Wilson 
and Andrea Ossoniach, deputy for 
Fiume, in which President Wilson 
was quoted as stating that there 
was no question of Fiume_belong- 
ing to Jugo-Slavia, but that it would 
serve the countries needing it as 
an outlet to the Adriatic, and would 
render such a service better by be- 
ing a free city with its-expenses met 
by the countries making use of it.

ominent members of the denomi- 

ation brought before the people 
the immense financial task that 
confronts the Southern’ Baptist 
church in its coming campaign for 
$75,000,000. A mass meeting was 
held Sunday afternoon for the men 
at the Baptist Tabernacle and an- 
other at the First Baptist church, 
where the women of the Baptist 
church were addressed. 
5,000 People Present. 

Fully 5,000 people filled the lower 
floor and balcony of the auditorium 
Sunday night to hear the addresses 
that were to be delivered by Dr. 
L. R. Scarborough, of Forth W orth, 
Texas, and Rev. George W. Truett, 
of Dallas, Texas. Dr. Truett spoke 
first, delivering one of the eloquent 
and forceful addresses for w’ ich he 
has become famed as one of the 
Sreatest of southern preachers. 

The meeting was presided over 
by Dr. Charles W. Daniel, of the 
First Baptist church of Atla: ta, 
and the music for the occasion 438 
furnished by Charles Sheldon, Jr., 
who played the pipe organ, and 
Solon R. Drukenmiller.. the noted 
tenor, who sang a solo and con- 
ducted the congregational singing 
of the campaign a. “When the 
Millions Come Pouring In.” 

A short address was made by Dr. 
Arch T. Cree, of Atlanta, director 
of the campaign for Georgia, who 
introduced Louis pp. Newton, of 
Mercer university, and John W. 
Jenkins, of the University of Geor- 
gia, as his valuable aids in the task 
he has undertaken, and presented 
many reasons to the gathering for 
optimism concerning Georgia’s share 
in the big campaign. “We have 1,700 
churches organized,” said Dr. Cree, 
“and we are going over the top.” He 
predicted that December 8 would 
find that the Baptists of the south 
had raised $100,000,000 instead of 
the $75,000,000 they are asking for. 

Praise for Atlanta, 

Dr. Cree introduced Rev. George 
W. Truett, who declared it to be a 
delightful privilege to come to At- 
lanta, which he characterized as the 
“incomparably, commanding south- 
ern city, challenging the admiration 
of our great country.” 

Dr. Truett based his eloquent ad- 
dress upon democracy, saying that 
the events of the past few years, 
including the big war, have abol- 
ished provincialism and made every 
man a citizen of the world today. 
He said that the people of one 
country have no right to be indif- 
ferent to the claims of the citizens 
of other countries, and that the 
missionary movement has been ad- 
vanced by the big world war.

Paris, September 28.—Crazed with 
jealousy because his sweetheart 
Mille Adrienne Pelluccion insisted on 
wearing the most daring clothes, 
adopting the bare legged fad, and 
backless evening gowns and tango- 
ing and Fox-trotting all afternoon 
and night, Ernest A. Ladd, said to 
be a returned banker from Cnicagu, 
47 years old, shot the girl twice in 
the head in her apartments near the 
Etoile yesterday afternoon and then 
killed himself. 

Mille Pelluccion was removed to 
a hospital under police guard as 
while the authorities believed her 
story, corroborated by *a servant, 
that Ladd ended his own life, there 
were no witnesses and an investi- 
gation is being made. 

The girl’s wound is not dangerous. 
Ladd had been living in the hotel 
Continental for six months appar- 
ently doing no business but enter- 
taining freely and maintaining a 
limousine. He installed the Pel- 
luccioni girl in apartments about 
four months ago and was a constant 
visitor. 

The concierge and ‘the neighbors 
say the couple quarreled incessant- 
ly because Adrienne, aged 27, want- 
ed Ladd to take her to tango teas 
in the afternoons and remain up all 
right dancing on the Montmarte. 

Girl friends say Ladd objected to 
her wearing the newest style dress- 
es and with extreme decolette and 
also quarreled when she went stock- 
ingless, following the latest fad.

Omaha, Neb, September 28.—~ 
William Brown, colored, alleged to 
have assaulted a white girl, was 
dragged from the county jail at 12 
o'clock tonight and hanged to an 
electric pole, following a struggle 
of nine hours by an immense mob 
to wrest him from the sheriff. 

Sheriff Michael Clark and his 
deputies held the fort in the top 
story of the court house, were is 
located the jail, with a hundred 
prisoners, until the building be- 
came a seething mass of flames, 
and he was forced to submit. 

After the lynching the firemen 
were for the first time able to get 
a stream on the flames.

STRIKERS TO WIN, 
ASSERTS GOMEPRS. 

New York, September 28.-—Victory 
for the striking steel workers was 
predicted tonight by Samuel Gomp- 
ers, president of the A. F. of L., who, 
on the eve of his departure for 
Washington, asserted that the 
strike “in all probability” would be 
discussed at President Wilson’s in- 
dustrial conference to begin in 
Washington on October 6. 

“The steel workers will win be- 
cause their cause is just” said Mr. 
Gompers. He contended that pub- 
lic opinion leans toward the strik- 
ers in their fight for collective bar- 
gaining. and said that important de- 
velopments in the steel situation 
are looked for in Washington this 
week. The lowering of labor stan- 
dards would “precipitate a calam- 
ity” he added. 

The labor chieftain decried the 
attitude taken by Judge Gary, chair- 
man of the boare of directors of 
the United States Steel corporation 
and characterized the charges that 
the strike was inspired by radi- 
calism and alienism as false. 

Asserting that he had the high- 
est personal regard for Judge Gary 
he said “the time has passed when 
a corporation can regard its em- 
ployes as wards.” 

Defending John Fitzpatrick,chair- 
man of the strikers national com- 
mittee and William Z. Foster, sec- 
retary of the steel workers union.

At a mass meeting today union 
leaders urged the strikers to stand 
firm against the advances of the 
officials. 

“This is the biggest strike labor 
ever has had,” declared John W. 
Johnstone, secretary of the Chica- 
BO stock yards’ labor council. “If 
you men go back to work, the cause 
of union labor will be set back 
twenty years.”

EUROPE LIKES CASH 
BETTER THAN COAL 


Washington, September 28.—Buro 
pean nations, although threatened 
with a coal famine this winter, are 
using their own tonnage to carry 
high-priced cargoes and are leaving 
to the United States the less profit- 
able coal shipments, the shipping 
board declared in a statement issued 
today. 

While the statement asserts that 
in the past the shipping board has 
made every effort to aid in reducing 
the European fuel shortage, it is in- 
timated that fewer ships wil] be 
allocated for coal shipments to Eu- 
rope in the future unless there is 
satisfactory evidence that the coun- 
tries requiring coal make an effort 
to relieve the situation by using 
their own tonnage. 

Statistics made public by the 
shipping board show that Italy is 
practically the only European gov- 
ehrnment which is using its own 
vessels extensively in carrying coal 
from the United States to relieve 
the shortage at home. During the 
month of July twenty Italian ves- 
sels sailed from American ports 


with coal.

Protection for Negroes. 

Digressing at this point he cailed 
for benedictions upon the colored 
people of the faith, and said with 
Spirit that all the negroes of the 
south are to understand that the 
best white people will not allow 
the cheap talk of politicians to 
make the white race forget the re- 
sponsibility of the strong toward 
the weak, and that good white peo- 
ple of this country would not be 
remiss in the duty they owe to the 
colored race, 

Dr. Truett discussed the plans for 
the coming campaign in its broadest 
aspect, calling upon the people to 
prepare for the big event with de- 
votion and prayer, entering into the 
work with spirituality. <A victory, 
he declared, without prayer, would be 
a dangerous thing. “Should we se- 
cure $75,000,000 without the con- 
sciousness of God, yet we would 
have failed,” said Dr. Truett. 

Dr. Truett characterized the 25,000 
Baptist churches of the south as so 
many democracies, and said that 
and schemethat threatened to sub- 
marine the church should be frowned 
upon. 

“We have in the southland 25,000 
independent democracies,” said he, 
“each an independent and self-gov- 
erning democracy, with Christ as 
the center and glory of our work, 
and we are against any scheme that 
submarines our churches. Our 
churches are the hope of humanity, 
and we have an army of them.” 

The speaker scored the people for 
failing to subscribe to the connec- 
tional papers, and said that the 
tabulations that have been made as 
preliminary to the big campaign 
show that 600,000 families in the 
Southern Baptist church do not sub- 
scribe for any of the papers of the 
denomination. 

Will Enter Missionary Work. 
| Dr. Truett declared that many 
, people weer volunteering for defi- 
'nite Christian work because of the 
| activities of the big campaign, and 
predicted that hundreds of young 
| men would offer themselevs for mis- 
| sionary service anywhere, as a re- 
| sult of the drive for funds that is 
‘coming. He declared that the rich 
‘men of the south must respond to 
| the appeal, and said, with earnest- 
‘ness, that unless they give of their 
|fortunes to the Almighty, their 
‘souls would be shrivelled and that 
‘their gold would be left as a curse 
to those who inherited it. Music

Christianity would not revolve with 
such slowness. 

Dr. Truett said that he had been 
asked to address a body of repre- 
sentative Europeans on the subject 
of the “Realm of Religion in 
America,” and that after telling 
them that the Baptists of America, 
though empowered to bring every 
citizen of this country into the de- 
nomination by the exertion of a 
thousandth of an ounce of pressure, 
would not apply the power, he was 
told that his church should send its 
commissione's to Europe at once. 

Dr. Truett closed with a reference 
to the Atlanta spirit and Georgia 
“pep” a something, he declared, he 
had found nowhere else, not even in 
Texas. 

Dr. Scarborough Speaks. 

Dr. Scarborough, who was the 

principal speaker of the evening, 


paid a tribute also the acnievements | 


of Atlanta, and expressed his belief 
that this city would put over the 
biggest quota in the south. 

He reported a wonderful amount 
of enthusiasm that has been exi- 
denced by the Baptist people of the 
south over the coming campaign tor 
$75,000,000, and said that the state- 
ments that were coming in to the 
central office at Nashville were of 
the most encouraging kind. 

“IT have god news for you from 
all sections of the south,” said he, 
“and I wish to tell you that from 
every section of the southland there 
comes good word and enthusiasm. 
Georgia has 1,700 churches organ- 
ized, and Texas has 2,000. Other 
states are organizing rapidly, and 
we are going to reach every church 
in the denomination.” 

Dr. Searborough declared. that it 
was of vital necessity to reach 
every little church, as sacrificial 
giving was essential to the spiritual 
aspect of the program, and he re- 
lated many touching incidents of 
giving in which human devotion 
and sacrifice played their parts. One 
instance he recited of young wom- 
en, daughters of a mountain preach- 
er, who agreed to go without need- 
ed new clothing. hats and shoes in 
order to help make up their churck 
quota, and another story was told 
of a blind boy in Mexico, who sold 
his mule, the only property he own- 
ed. in order that he might give

Dr. Scarborough then spoke of the 
gift of a Creek Indian, which 
amounted to $200,000, which was 
more, said the preacher, than has 
been spent by the church in 25 years 
on the Indians. : 

The coming campaign, said the 
speaker, will be a test of leader- 
ship .as well as a test of devotion 
and sacrificial giving on the part of 
the people. He said that in some 
of the churches there are pastors 
who will not Iead, and declared that 
it is a sad day for a church when 
its pastor fails to become a leader.

investment. “I am concerned about 
the prayers of the people,” he de- 
clared.,

Dr. Scarborough exhorted the peo- 
ple to love the Bible and its teach- 
ings and to hold to the devotional 
and supernatural beliefs. He scored 
those pastors and teachers. who 
would depart from the orthodox 
tenets of the church, saying that 
those who taught the doctrine of 
doubt in the churches and schools 
should be put out. 

Should Love the Bible. 

“T want the people of our church 
to love the Bible as they never did 
before.” said the speaker, and con- 
tinuing, “now is the time to get 
hold of the vitalities of our religion 
and to bring spirituality into the 
church.” 

Then taking up the subject of de- 
nomination, Dr. Scarbrough declared 
that it had been said that the day 
would come when there would be 
only three churches, Baptist, Cath- 
olic and the Federalists, and he 
added that when the disintegration 
comes “thousands will come home 
to our church, as we believe in the 
New Testament.” 

Scoring the church unionists, Dr. 
Scarborough declared, “I do not be- 
lieve that any institution should be 
tolerated in our church or our 
schools that is a foe to our denom- 
ination.” 

Dr. Scarborough then told the At- 
lanta Baptists of the fact that their 
quota is the largest of all the cities, 
and called upon them to  piledge 
themselves to stand by the cam- 
paign and see that the quota goes 
over the top, and a large majority 
of those present arose.

“In the event that council should, 
in response to what seems to be the 
Public opinion, as reflected by the 
unanimous action of the Presidents’ 
Club, decide to levy a special tax to 
provide for the imperative needs of 
Grady hospival and to prevent the 

ublic schools from closing early in 

ecember, then, of course, the 
echeduled drive for Grady hospital 
will be necessary, and the checks 
which already have been received by 
the campaign committee will be re- 
turned, but if this action is not 
taken by council at the call meeting 
this afternoon, then there is only 
one thing left forthe Grady hospital 
campaign committee to do, and that 
is to press the campaign to a suc- 
cessful conclusion, and this will be 
started on Tuesday,” said J. R. 
Smith, the director for the drive. 
Tax the Best Solution. 

“Of course,” said Mr. Smith, “it 
would relieve both us and the citi- 
gens of Atlanta of much work and 
worry if ‘the situation should be 
solved by a definite action of city 
council, for we have heard from 
many sources the expression, ‘that a 
special tax is the best solution of 
the problem.’ A very large number 
of men of means have stated that 
while they certainly would sub- 
scribe to the campaign fund in order 
to help relieve the embarrassment 
of the city’s charitable hospital, it 
was their best judgment that being 
a city institution, the city, through 
its regular channels, should provide 
for its needs. 

“Let it be clearly understood,”

MOB FIGHTS 9 HOURS 
IN ORDER TO GET VICTIM 


Continued from First Page. 


by the firemen had been cut. 
flames quickly mounted to 
fourth floor and could be 
pouring out of the sheriff's office. 
Directly above is the jail, where 
more than a hundred prisoners are 
confined. Frantic efforts were be- 
ing made to release them by fire 
escapes. 

At 10 p. m. two-thirds of the 
court house was in flames, which 
had reached the fourth floor. 

One Man Killed. 

Early in the rioting, Frank Clan- 
cy, aged 20, was killed and Frank 
Morasco and James Bordes were 
wounded in an exchange of shots 
with police. 

During the rioting a large num- 
ber of negroes were badly beaten 
on the streets. some of them dan- 
gerously injured. Chief of Police 
Eberstein was subjected to physical 
violence and narrowly escaped per- 
sonal injury when members of the 
force charged the crowd and led 
him to safety. Tousands of per- 
sons congregated in the downtown 
districts, some of them out of curi- 
osity, 
decided sympathy for the would-be 
lynchers. 

Fire hose run to the blazing court- 
house were cut with impunity. The 
police and firemen were entirely at 
the mercy of the mob, which had 
broken into gun and ammunition 
stores and supplied themselves with 
explosives and weapons. 

Explosion of Dynamite. 

One explosion of dynamite was 
heard at the courthouse durinz the 
progress of the fire. 

The interior of the big building 
became a mass of flames by 10 
o'clock and forced by the heat, a 
large part of the mob moved back 
from the building on the north side. 
They gathered again, ,however, on 
the south side where the heat had 
not become so intense. 

At this point a Barbara Freitchie 
appeared at a window at the north 
end of the building in the person 
of an aged woman, who wildly 
flung an American flag to the wind 
and appealed to the mob to desist. 
There werem ingled cheers and 
hoots from the rioters, wh6 yelled 
for the prisoner whom they sought 
to lynch. It had the effect, how- 
ever, of giving the firemen an op- 
portunity to run an extension lad- 
der to the fourth floor, from which 
it was hoped to take the sheriff and 
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She Saw Right Through Him, Anyway 
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were about to become victims of 
the flames. 

Just after dark a crowd beran 
sacking a downtown gun and am- 
munition store, the police being 
powerless for the time being. The 
crowd reached large proportions, 
every street within a radius of four 
or five blocks being jammed with 
humanity. Two negro policemen 
who were among the officers rushed 
to the scene, were badly beaten by 
the crowd, one of them receiving 
dangerous injuries. Several other 
officers received serious but not 
dangerous injuries. 

Deputies Were Massed. 

Early in the afternoon Sheriff 
Mike Clark, who feared for his 
prisoner, massed a number of depu- 
ties in the jail, which 1s on the top 
flood of the courthouse. To his 
force was added uniformed  olice 
officers. Chief of Police Eberstein 
climbed on top of a box and under- 
took to appeal to the crowd to dis- 
perse, but was hooted down and 
had considerable trouble extricat- 
ing himself and getting into the 
courthouse building. 

Three streams of water turned on 
it apparently only served to anger 
the crowd further, and a fusillade 
of bricks and other missiles fol- 
lowed, during which more than fifty 
windows were smashed. 

The courthouse door was guard- 
ed by uniformed officers, but the 
rioters obtained a rope and ladder 
and began pouring through second- 
story windows. A large number of 
them secured entrance before the 
police checked the assault. 

Numerous attacks on negroes in 
the downtown district continued to 
occur and a large number of them 
were injured, some dangerously 
hurt. 

Police Seemed Powerless. 

The police seemed powerless to 
be at all the points which were 
threatened by the mob which con- 
tinues to increase the _ territory 
over which it was working. Wom- 
en joined in the beating adminis- 
tered to three negroes. A crowd 
marched to the police station in 
search of prisoners, but recoiled 


' when the police made a show of 


force, 

Superintendent Ringer, of the po- 
lice department, could not be found 
late this afternoon, and his home 
could not be raised by telephone. 
Mayor Smith was also absent from 


but later appeared and appealed to 
the crowds to disperse. A number 
of accidents were reported on ac- 
count of traffic congestion. 
Federal Troops Sent to Omaha. 


Lincoln, Neb., September 28,.— 
Permission to use the troops ~ at 
Forts Omaha and Crook, to help 
restore order in Omaha, where riot- 
ing broke out tonight, has been se- 
cured, according to an announce- 
ment made by Chief of Police John- 
stone here tonight. 

Word to this effect had been re- 
ceived, the chief said, by state of- 
ficials here, following a request 
made to Secretary of War Baker for 
authority to employ the troops in 
handling the disturbance. 

The lynching followed an after- 
noon and evening fraucht with mob 
demonstrations. When the (first 
rumblings of a possible attempt to 
lynch Brown were heard during the 
forenoon, Sheriff Clark called tn ail 
his regular deputies and swore in 
a number of others. The first act 
that indicated the mob was in ear- 
hest Was a parade up Harney street 
by about fifty men, who detrained 
from street cars a few blocks from 
the courthouse. They ran up Har- 
ney street at double quick and were 
at the sheriff's headquarters before 
he realized what had happened. 


Appeals for Help. 

Appeals were made to the police 
station for help and a few uniform- 
ed men were hurried to the place. 
In the meantime the central station 
telephoned every man on the force 
and those on the south side to re- 
port at once. Being Sunday many 
of the men could not be found. The 
result was that several thousand 
persons had gathered on the south 
side of the courthouse before the 
Police could arrive in @ consider- 
able number, , 

The assault with which William 
Brown was charged was committed 
early in the week. With an escort 
crippled beyond the point of resist- 
ance, the girl met her assailant a 
few blocks from home in the south- 
east part of the city. He held the 
couple up at the point of a revolver, 
After robbing the young man, he 
attacked the young woman in his 
Presence, holding a revolver at the 
head of her escort in the meantime. 

Later Brown was arrested by po- 
lice officers and taken to the city 
jail, where potn tne girl and her 
escort identified him as the man 
who committed the deed. Later it 
was Stated that Brown had made a 
confession of his crime. He was 
taken to the county jail, which was 
considered a safe place for his con- 
finement.

We know, and ft is known all over 
the world that 350,000,000 of people have 
for five years been contesting for military 
supremacy. In England, in France, in Italy 
and in Germany, where I was, I saw devas-

NEW GERMAN SCHEME 
FOR RESERVE ARMY 


With the American Forces in Ger- 
many, September 1.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—An 
entirely new scheme for establish- 
ing a reserve army in Germany in 
anticipation of some future oppor- 
tunity to establish German mili- 
tary power is seen by some Ger- 
man newspapers in a plan they 
have just discovered and exposed. 

While the scheme is confined to 
only one regiment and so probably 
has no sanction from the war min- 
istry it is an indication, in the 
opinion of American army officers 
who have for eight months been 
studying demobilization of the Ger- 
man forces, of how hard Prussian 
militarism dies. 

The Lightschlag corps in West- 
phalia, now the Sixty-second Reich- 
ewehr (national army) regiment of 
the Thirty-first Reichswher brigade, 
has sent out circulars to all men 
who have served in this volunteer 
unit since the armistice, 
them to a call to the colors in the’ 
event of general disorder or a new 
revolution. The Freiheit, the inde- 
pendent socialist organ in Berlin, 
suggests that the men responsible 
for the scheme really have in mind 
something more than suppression 
of disorders, the paper then quot- 
ing from the circular as follows: 

‘Soon the time will come when the 
fatherland will have need of every 
resolute and proven arm.” 

The circular, according to the 
newspapers, Says that the corps is 
organizing a “reserve” from among 
the best of its released soldiers, this 
reserve to be called into the service 
of the corps in time of need. De- 
tails are then given of the method 
of issuing such acall. The Freiheit, 
in a recent issue, demanded to:know 
who had given the corps the right 
to establish such a reserve ina to 
promise regular Reichswher or na- 
tional army pay to these “reserv- 
ists’“ whenever called.
